SLAIN AND SLAYER 


Three Unearned Runs in Third Give 
New York Champions Lead Which 


Won the Game

New York Unable to Collect 
Only 
Six. With Ruth Contributing 3 
— Both Pitchers Relieved 


Forbes Field, Pittsburgh, Pa . Oct. 
5— \U.R>— The New York Yankees got 
the jump in the eWorld Series of 1027 
by winning tin* opening game from 
the I Pittsburgh Pirates by the score 
of 5 to 4. 
It was a loosely played game, in 
which neither of the starting pitch­ 
ers, W aite Hoyt and Rem y 
Kremer, 
survived tin* acttion of tin* early in ­ 
nings. 


Pirate errors tossed the victory in 
this all important tirst game 
into 
the laps oi tin* 
Am erican 
League 
champions. 
The Yankee sluggers of New York 
were not able to do any home 
run 
hitting today, and the victors made a 
total of only siix hits, three of which 
were contributed by Babe Ruth. 
W iley Moore, who relieved Hoyt in 
the eighth, stood off a late 
Pira te 
rally, while Jo hn Miiljus was doing , 
effective work on the hill for P itts ­ 
burgh. 


Hustling got the Yankees away in i 
front tin the first inning when 
Ruth , 
singled to right with two out 
and 
scored on a triple by Gehrig to the 
same field, Gehrig’s triple was an 
ordinary pop fly that fell sale 
in 
front of Pau l W aner as he tried 
to 
mako a diving catch 
and 
missed. 
Both 
Ruth and Gehrig ran fo r all 
they were worth and made tlie most 
of their opportunity. 


The Pirates came right ‘back 
in 
their half and tied 
it 
up. 
Lloyd 
W aner opened the attack in the first 
by being grazed by a pitched ball. 
He reached third on a double to right 
hv brother Paul and scored oil 
a 
long fly to Combs by Wright.

Court Receives? Motion of Purgation 
For Jesse Martin. Found Guilty of 
Contempt With Shumaker 


Afternoon Session Devoted to 
Pre­ 
parations for Achievement Day 
to be Observed Nov. 9th 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 5— (U.R)— 
The Indiana supreme court afield to 
take any action today in the con­ 
tempt ease against Dr. E . S. Shu­ 
maker, superintendent of the Indiana 
Anti-Saloon league. Oral arguments 
in another case occupied the time of 
the justices during the session. 
The court finally found time 
to 
receive a motion of purgation 
for 
Jesse M artin, trustee and attorney 
fo r the league, found guilty of con­ 
tempt in the Shumaker proceeding, 
hut no ruling was made. Belief was 
expressed that Shumaker would be 
granted a new 
trial, 
on 
another 
pending motion, and escape penalty 
on the contempt charge. 


A group of members of the W om ­ 
en’s ( hristian Temperance Fnion sat 
in the 
court 
near 
Dr. 
Shumaker, 


M artin and Jam es 
Bingham, 
Sr., 
their attorney, but arguments on the 
murder conviction appeal of Robert 
Bruce, G ary negro, 
were all they 
heard. 


Jam es Bingham, Sr., attorney for 
Shumaker, superintendent of the In ­ 
diana Anti-saloon league, came 
to 
court with 
the 
dry 
leader at the 
opening of the session and announ­ 
ced that “ we seek no delay.” 
Jes»e E. M artin, trustee and a t­ 
torney for the league, arrived with 
Dr. Shumaker and Bingham. M artin 
appeared to be sentenced for con­ 
tempt of court, of 
which 
he was 
found giutlv with 
Shumaker, 
for 
aiding in the publication of an a t­ 
tack on prohibition decisions of the 
supreme court. 


Dr. Shumaker was to enter 
ap­ 


pearance on his $1,000 bond 
and 
learn what action is to he taken on 


the motion to increase his sentence 
of 60 days at the state farm and 
$500 fine. W hether or not his case 
is 
reopened, 
Shumaker 
will 
ask 
more time to perfect an appeal 
to 
the United 
States supreme 
court. 
The appeal, he said, will he com­ 
pleted at the earliest date.

White House breakfast of the se a ­ 
son this morning when 14 members 
of the Republican national commit 
tee sat down with President Coolidge 
tor wheat cakes and coffee. 


Not only was the statem ent 
of 
Mr. Coolidge that he does not choose 
to be a candidate avoided, but 
no 
word of polities was spoken, 
com­ 
mitteemen said when they departed. 


The leaders were invited here by 
Chairman Win. M. Butler of the N a­ 
tional committee to discuss the p re­ 
sent condition of the party finances, 
the 
reaction 
to 
the 
president’s 
“ choose” statem ent, and 
p ro sp ec­ 
tive sites for the convention 
next 
year. 


Some members have privately in­ 
dicated they would like an amplifica­ 
tion of Mr. ( ’oolidge’s statem ent, but 
they have been informed by Butler 
that none can he expected, and 
the 
subject w as not discussed at 
the 
breakfast. Mr. 
Coolidge

It is this uneasiness, this 
c o n ­ 
tinual mental 
anxiety, born of r e ­ 
sponsibility, which sends occupants 
of the W hite House buck to private 
life usually with spirits, if not lieaith 
broken, with a store of disillusions, 
but with a certain great relief, g en ­ 
erally, th a t the 
long 
strain is over. 
The stress 
of this mental anxiety 
is seen by many her« who have seen 
Presidents conic and Presidents go 
as responsible in p a rt for the 
defi­ 
nitely announced choice of Calvin 
Coolidge not 
to run again fo r 
the 
highest office 
in the gitt of the peo­ 
ple. The President was 
described 
shortly before announcing his dec is- 
ion a s being depressed, morose. The 
announcem ent made, his spirits be- ; 
j canae more buoyant again. The load 
| w a s lifted. 
P residents lead busy lives, 
their 
time is continually occupied, but so 
| is that of the 
average 
American 
business man. It is not the routine, 
though it is heavy, which makes the 
1 office* of hard task -m a s te r so much j 
as the responsibility, the 
continual \ 
publicity of every movement. P re s- ; 
idents and their families live in glass 
houses, literally. 
The writer recalls a little incident - 
in the Harding adm inistration which 
is symbolic. A coal strike was ini- 
j 
minent. 
f o r one whole, 
sweltering 
September 
afternoon, 
President 
H arding had been closeted with r e ­ 
presentatives of the miners and o p ­ 
erators in his executive office. 
The 
meeting finally ended. The 
group 
tiled out, declining to m ake a 
de- j 
finite announcement a s to what h ad 
been decided. Three new spaperm en 
went back to the oHice o f the Presi- 
d ent’s secretary to get the details. 
The 
sec retary had 
not been 
in­ 
formed. While 
hey were talking, the 
door which led into the President's 
office opened. 
President IL rding, his face worn- 
looking, his whole attitude* th a t of 
complete 
weariness, stood at 
the 
door. Ho was coat less. The 
load 
seemed to be lifted a s In* came into 
a different atmosphere. He pointed 
buck over iiis shoulder to his office, 
and remarked th at it was good 
to 
get aw ay from that for a moment, 
good to get into a different a t m o s ­ 
phere. Harding had been a 
new s­ 
paperman. 
He fjelt easier in 
the 
presence of those in the trade. Slidi­ 
ng in relict, Ik* told the 
reporters 
what they wanted to know. 
I nguai(led moments of numerous 
P residents would furnish ju st 
such 
episodes. Harding changed under the 
responsibilities of the Presidency as 
so many others have changed. His 
natural jovial 
disposition . became 
darkened at tin* edges. He often was 
depressed, lie confessed 
this

oeea >ion. 
Outside of the responsibilities, the 
routine of a President of the United 
S ta tes is e \oug'i to test the physical 
hardihood i i the strongest. Dr. C ary 
T. Grayson, now re a r admiral. P r e s ­ 
ident Wilson’s personal 
physician, 
1 ealized this, and made his charge 
play golf regularly, Harding played 
golf often, but his sensitive nature 
resented jibes that arose at his ex­ 
pense because of this outdoor p a s ­ 
time, and 
he reduced his time 
on 
tin* links, and also requested 
the 
newspapermen not a c c o m p a n y him to 
the golf course a 
tom- 


The business routine of a 
P resi­ 
dent is demanding. His hours 
an*, 
perhaps, more filled with 
engage­ 
ments than those of flu* average big 
business man. President 
Coolidge 
usually goes to his 
office 
shortly 
¡ a f t e r nine, sometimes before. 
lie 
rises at seven. The visitors begin to 
(a rriv e at 9:30 or 10, and one a l t e r 
a n o th e r he sees them until 
about 
■ 12:30, when Ik* ret ires to the 
W hite 
House for lunch. A fte r lunch, lie us­ 
ually returns to his office for a f t e r ­ 
noon engagements, though occasion- 
! ally an afternoon is tree during the 
summer, when congress is not in s e s ­ 
sion. 


Outside o f official 
engagements, 
there are the other visitors, including 
tourists, who p ass by the President 
and shake his hand. 
Such 
callers 
have been reduced to a 
minimum 
during recent months, 
b e c a u s e 
of 
the injury to the President's hand. 
President Taft stopped this general 
reception a f te r a 
period 
in 
the 
W hite House, and it had to be called 
off during the W ilson adm inistration 
because of the war, hut 
President 
H arding saw one and all. 
There 
were times during the sum m ers while 
H arding was in the 
White 
House 
when as m any as 2,000 shook hands 
with him at a time, the line s tre tc h ­ 
ing f a r up the street by the execu­ 
tive* offices. He seemed to enjoy this 
1 spectacle of democracy rubbing 
el- 


j bows with itself. But such 
h a n d ­ 
shaking tells, eventually, on the p h y ­ 
sical energy. Tin* time set aside fo r 
I o ther than official 
callers is 
just 
! a l t e r the morning engagements and 
I before the President h a s lunch. 


Then there is the social schedule 
j th a t must he filled. Other than 
the 
formal dinners given ever\ 
spring 
to heads of the various branches of 
government, and the official 
reeep- 
! lions, there are the num erous calls 
to dedicate monuments, 
visit cities 
on special occasions, and such like. 
While a m ajority of these 
special 
invitations have to be turned down, 
the number that are accepted 
is 
, large. 


The relentless and continual pub­ 
licity, as much a s anything 
else, 
upon a President. 
The 
President, 
besides living in a glas^ house, 
be­ 
longs to tin* people, or so the people 
think. President Coolidge, soon a f te r 
lie took office, sensed this fact, and 
asked new spaperm en to give as lit­ 
tle publicity as possible to his two 
sons then in their school at Mereers- 
burg, Pa., as he did not believe 
it 
best fo r them. 


Because of his position, the P r e s ­ 
ident must submit to much publicity 
and P residents realize this, but th a t 
docs not relieve the strain. 


A prominent senator, in expressing 
his belief recently 
th a t 
President 
Uoolidge’s announcement that he did 
not intend to run was final and i r ­ 
revocable, went carefully down the 
whole list ot Presidents, 
and 
( x- 
plained, that as he had read history, 
every one of them 
became 
Very 
weary ot the jo b , and all, with 
one 
exception were never happy a f t e r ­ 
ward, m ost spending their last days 
in disillusionment, some few in pov­ 
erty. 


“ Taft is the only man as f a r us I 
can learn who has been happy a f te r 
he left the White 11 ous**,” he said. 


“ And yet, they all want the j o b ” 
he admitted, with a smile.

Emma Gilliom: of Berne, at the hos- 
pital. 


Ed Bay, a member of the hospital 


board accompanied photographers to 
the institution, last night. When the 
safe was opened, the whiskey -was 
not there, and Miss Crist said Dr. 
Rayl had removed it about a -week 
ago.
